chemically thinned for more 
than 
a 
month 
to 
prevent 
clotting, “there is somewhat 
more risk than normal in this 
type of surgery.” 
The new clot was located in 
Nixon’s left hip, above those 
discovered previously and clos­ 
er to the vena cava, which 
leads directly to the heart. 
A blood clot that broke loose 


and floated into Nixon’s heart 
would kill him if it blocked 
circulation there. 
“The new dot threatened to 
become a pulmonary embolus, 
and thus endanger Mr. Nixon’s 
life,” Lungren said.

indicated in the darkest days of 
Watergate that his Democratic 
party might pick up 50 or more 
U.S. House of Representative 
seats in November. 
“It could be the end of a 
strong two-party system in this 
country and I don’t want that,” 
said 
the 
titular 
head 
of 
congressional Democrats. 
“Besides,” he smiled, “What 
would 1 do about committee 
assignments for 300 or more 
Democrats?” 
It would appear, as the Nov. 
5 vote casting draws near, that 
Albert 
will 
not 
have 
that 
problem,. Democratic observers 
now guess that after they’ve 
won a lot and lost a few the net 
party gain in House seats wi1 
settle at about 20. 
One astute Republican of­ 
ficial, declining to be quoted, 
said: “At 'best our loss will be 
in the teens. 
At the worst, 
about 35.” 
Even a 35-seat turnover in 
favor of Democrats, who now 
hold a 248-187 majority in the 
435-member House, would not 
be a 
landslide 
victory 
and 
would fall short of the 291 votes 
needed 
for 
the 
statistically 
“veto-proof” Congress against 
which President Ford and other 
Republicans have warned. 
It takes two-thirds of those 
voting in each house to override

GRAND RAPIDS,, Mich. «IIPI) — President Ford, 
campaigns today in his old congressional seat, which was 
captured by a Democrat, Richard F. VanderVeen, 51, 
after Ford was confirmed as vice president.

CHERBOURG, France (UPI) — The British ocean 
liner Queen Elizabeth 2 underwent, provisional repairs 
today after storm winds tore it loose from its. moorings, 
dashed it against a dock and tore an 82-foot slash in its 
hull. Two longshoremen were injured, but all 2,000 
passengers aboard were unharmed, maritime authorities 
said. One of the longshoremen had to have both legs 
amputated. The other was recovering at home from slight 
injuries.

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Swine Thoughts for W inter 


Transmissible 
Gastroenterities (TGE) 
Like several other diarrheal 
diseases, TGE usually is a 
relatively trivial disease in 
adult, animals but isveryserious 
In the newborn... This is because 
very young animals, especially 
pigs, are not able to mobilize 
sufficient body reserves of 
nutrients and fluids to cope with 
the losses caused 
by 
the 
diarrhea. 
TGE is caused by a virus, and 
the growth of all viruses is 
actually a function of the body 
cells they invade. Because of 
this 
intim ate 
relationship 
between viruses and cells, the 
development of practical anti­ 
viral drugs has been difficult. 
Many pork producers are all 
too familiar with the signs of 
TGE in a herd. An outbreak 
may start, in, any age group of 
pigs and if not recognized and 
prevented, usually spreads 
rapidly to all the other swine in 
a herd. Growing and finishing 
pigs usually have a yellowish 
diarrhea that lasts for 1 to 3 
days in each pig but may take a 
week or so to spread through a. 
large group. Many pigs over 4 
weeks of age may be infected 
and 
not 
actually 
have 
a 
diarrhea. Death losses in these 
pigs are rare and only occur if 
some additional stress, such as 
severe cold or possibly secon­ 
dary bacterial infection, is 
added to the viral infection. 
Very young pigs usually vomit 
as the first sign of disease. This 
is followed by severe watery 
diarrhea, 
dehydration 
and 
death. The diarrhea on the first 
day of illness may be so watery 
that it may not be noticed on 
casual observation. Death may 
result in nearly 100 per cent of 
pigs infected on the first day of 
life but may be much less if they 
are spared from infection for 
even 3 or 4 days after birth 
Sows infected near or at 
farrowing time seem to react 
more severly than other mature 
s\yne* ¿tañe of them, vomit, 
hweM M rniea, fever and cease 
to milk. 
They 
will usually 
resume milking if the pigs 
survive and continue suckling 
Immunity 
Since 
viruses 
are 
not 
susceptible 
to 
drugs, 
im ­ 
munization 
has 
been 
an 
especially Important means of 
controlling viral diseases in 
general. 
There 
are 
some 
unusual 
problem s 
in 
im ­ 
m unization 
against 
TGE, 
however. 
If sows are infected by feeding 
them 
TGE 
virus 
during 
pregnancy, they develop an­ 
tibodies in their colostrum and 
milk. These antibodies are able 
to tie up virus particles in the 
gut of a pig suckling the sow so 
they cannot infect epithelial 
cells. This provides protection 
to pigs only while they continue 
to suckle the immune sow. 
Planned infection of sows with 
virulent virus can produce 
useful immunity, but there is 
danger of spreading the virus to 
other sw ine in the same or other 
herds. It should be done only 
when TGE is know to be already 
present in a herd and under the 
direction of a veterinarian 
.Although only a. few , perhaps 
even one, virus particle may 
start a TGE infection in a pig, 
the stools of infected pigs may 
have as many as 10 million virus 
particles per cubic centimeter. 
These become the source of 
infection for other pigs. This 
diarrhea stool will stick to 
hands, feet, equipment, feed, or 
anything else that moves be­ 
tween pigs. Some virus particles 
may get into the air in droplets, 
but this is only important in 
confined spaces such as in a 
farrowing house. A few feet of 
open air space will prevent 
particles from jumping from 
one individual, farrowing house 
to another. 
The virus is quite fragile. It is 
killed very rapidly by sunlight 
and warm temperatures but 
survives for years when frozen 
and kept in the dark. This is why 
it tends to spread from herd to 
herd .so more readily in the 
winter than in, the summer. 


TGE virus usually cannot be 
detected in the stools later than 
2 weeks after to another 3 weeks 
after it has recovered. There is,. 
however, one report of the virus 
having been shed for up to B 
weeks, and this very important 
question has not been resolved. 
The means by which TGE 
virus survives through the 
summer when there are very 
few outbreaks is still open to 


speculation. One possibility is 
that the virus may maintain 
itself in large herds in which 
continuous farrowing is prac­ 
ticed. In such herds, most of the 
sows may be immune, and the 
infection could pass from pig to 
pig as they are weaned, and lose 
the protection of their sow’s 
milk. The virus could also be 
perpetuated in 
concentration 
points w here new pigs are added 
continuously. It is also possible 
that some pigs may become 
long term carriers of the virus, 
but clinical, experience seems to 
argue against this. 
A. pork producer should keep 
in mind that the most likely way 
for TGE virus to reach his herd 
is through persons or objects 
that may be contaminated with 
virus from another herd or by 
bringing in pigs that have been 
exposed to virus. Pigs that have 
passed through sales or con­ 
centration points are more 
likely to have contacted the 
virus than pigs brought directly 
from another farm. 
Caring Points for Infected Herd 
Few pigs that are infected on 
the first day of life survive TGE. 
A fair number of those first 
infected as early as the third 
day may survive, and survival 
increases with age at infection. 
Anything that can be done to 
delay the spread between litters 
will increase the survival of 
pigs. This may be accomplished 
by diseasing the sows to farrow, 
quarantining sections of the 
herd, using separate caretakers 
and other measures that may be 
appropriate and 
feasible in a 
particular herd. 
Pigs infected with TGE die of 
s ta rv a tio n , 
d e h y d ra tio n , 
acidosis and bacterial com­ 
plications. Keeping them warm 
and dry will reduce energy 
requirem ents 
and 
stress; 
providing drinking wrater will 
help maintain hydration; and 
using appropriate antibiotics 
may help control secondary 
bacterial infection.

Doctor 
in the Kitchen

Questions and Answers 
IT’s surprising how' some of 
the same questions keep pop­ 
ping up when people ask about 
nutrition. Probably it’s because 
there are certain basics about 
which people would like to be 
well informed. And often our 
understanding can be confused 
by the wealth of misinformation 
that is available almost daily. 
I do not like being critical, but 
really it is incredible how many 
so-called experts there are 
running around the country 
talking about nutrition. And it’s 
true that most publishers do not 
seem to be concerned whether 
an author is really qualified in 
nutrition or not. That goes also 
for most talk hows on television. 
It’s gimmicks that seem to 
count 
ra th e r 
than 
sound 
guidance for the public. 
So here are some questions 
I’m most asked:. 
Q. If I take a vitamin and 
mineral capsule daily, can’t 1 
eat whatever I want and come 
out all right? 
A. This lacks sense because 
you could still eat too little 
protein, or get too much fat or 
carbohydrate — or not enough 
fat, or whatever. Vitamins and 
m inerals, in 
other 
words, 
simply do not by themselves 
balance your diet. There may 
also be vitamins and minerals in 
food that we have not yet 
discovered. Pills can only give 
you waht we know about 
whereas food will give you not 
only what we know is in it, but 
nature’s secrets as well. 
Q. Is a calorie a nutrient? 
A. Not in the usual sense. I 
know we all talk about getting 
enough calories at the same 
time that we talk about getting 
say, enough protein. But a 
calorie is a. unit of energy,, no 
more. Vitamins and minerals by 
themselves do not give you 
calories. Calories come only 
from protein, 
fat 
and 
car­ 
bohydrates and the calories you 
get from these sources are 
merely a measure of the fuel- 
giving contribution of 
those 
nutrients. 
Q. 
But 
don’t 
we 
store 
calories in our bodies'’ 
A. Only in the sense that 
your body is itself made of 


protein, fat, carbohydrate, 
water and other nutrients So to 
the extent that your body 
possesses protein, fat and | 
carbohydrate — and esecially if 
you are over-weight — you do 
store the calorie potential of 
those substances,. 
Q. How 
can 
I 
best 
lose 
weight? 
A. 
Eat a balanced diet, but 
eat less total food Select your 
food from the four food groups 
— Meat, milk, vegetables and 
fruits, breads and cereals In 
each group, choose some foods 
of less caloric value When you 
prepare food, avoid adding 
calories, such as in frying Don’t 
snack, or snack only with bits of 
food you’d otherwise have as 
part of your regular meals. 
Exercise regularly. If you’ve a 
lot of weight to lose, see your 
doctor first for his advice.

QUIT CODDLING YOUNG THUGS 
It’s time for drastic revision of laws and policies 
governing iuvenile court procedures to end, for once and 
all, thccustomof treating vicious young thugs like naughty 
children and concealing from public knowledge records of 
repeat offenders far more dangerous than most adult 
criminals. 


Both practices as applied to youths with long records 
proving dangerous habits of violence, do not square with 
current realities or needs. 


On the contrary, they are responsible for an ex­ 
tremely grave threat to public safety — one that cannot be 
justified on rational grounds. 


What present juvenile court processes fail to take into 
account is the large increase in the number of physically 
mature offenders, with adult capacities, to commit 
crimes, of violence, who run up long records of serious, law 
violations yet are continually given token punishment, if 
any at all, and are repeatedly turned loose to commit new 
crimes 


Offenses which have been committed by such chronic 
juvenile offenders in Indianapolis in recent years include 
forcible rape and sodomy, arson, armed robbery, strong- 
arm robbery, assault with deadly weapons and murder. 


There crimes have been committed by youths whose 
deviant, violently anti-social behavior patterns are a 
matter of record and who, for the protection of society, 
should be removed from circulation in society . 


Yet owing to juvenile court policy both the records 
and disposition of cases are closed to the public. This 
secrecy is supposedly meant to protect tender young 
people from the damaging effects of publicity. It ends by 
concealingfromthe public the identity of highly dangerous 
young chronic criminals m their miast. 


The “revolving door justice” feature of juvenile court 
discourages both police and prosecutors once it is pain­ 
fully obvious that effort to take dangerous offenders out of 
circulation is largely a waste of time. 


Seasoned investigators know from long personal 
experience that hardened young offenders cynically look 
upon lax judges as dunces, police and prosecutors as legal 
eunuchs and the public as sheep 


There is nothing wrong with the original fundamental 
purpose of the juvenile court system as a means of 
protecting young first offenders, or even second or third 
offenders, from overharsh and counterproductive punish­ 
ment for childish indiscretions and mischief. This makes 
sense. 


It does not make sense to give the sam e kind of 
treatment to violent sex deviates, muggers, torturers, 
arsonists and vicious thugs who threaten or maim their 
victims with clubs, knives, guns or other deadly weapons 
— no matter how young they may be. Nor should the 
devious device of calling them, “sick," excuse their easy 
release into society to prey on more innocent victims 


Vicious young punks who are old enough to commit 
felonies involving threats or acts of physical violence 
should be treated by the law as adults, not as juveniles. 
Their criminal records and the disposition of their cases 
should be made readily accessible to the public as an 
essential of public safety. 


The task of revising legislation and policy to these 
ends should begin at once. The decency of our community 
and safety of our citizens demand it.

A Dog Eat Dog Situation

Though today is Veterans' 
Day. many veterans think they 
are the forgotten Americans. 
Disabled veterans from World 
War II, Korea and Vietnam 
seem to share the view that the 
only 
people 
who 
observe 
Veterans Day are veterans, 
their families, their widows and 
their orphans. 
"To some people, we re just 
not human, and it seems we re 
just being forgotten about,” 
said 
Major 
Webster 
as 
he 
twisted his body around on the 
surgical cart where he lay and 
shook his head. 
W ebster was on patrol in 
Vietnam when a sniper's bullet 
ripped into his side and struck 
his spine For seven years, he 
has been a patient at Hines 
Veterans" Administration Hospi­ 
tal in Chicago, a paraplegic, 
unable to sit or stand 
"One vet helps another, but 
otherwise, it’s a dog-eat-dog 
world.” he said 
"Everbody 
else is out for himself. They 
want to go to work from 9 to 5 
and forget about us... If a vet 
needs help, they don’t want to 


be bothered 
“If I have to live like this, 
then I have to live like this I 
know there's a reason, a plan, 
though I don't know just now 
what it is. and I may never 
know, but I know there is,” he 
said 
“ I just wish this Veterans 
Day that people would please 
try to realize that wounded vets 
are people, too 
"Their physical capabilities 
are limited, they may need a 
little help along the way, but 
they just want to be people. 
Just don’t pass them by as just 
another cripple." 


“Outside of 
the veterans’ 
organizations, 
nobody 
much 
gives 
a 
damn 
not 
even 
Congress,” said Jam es Wain- 
right, a World War II veteran 
from 
Goldsboro, 
N.C , 
who 
collects SO per cent disability 
i a m 
Be t iea dea ux. 
a not her 
disabled World War II vet from 
Lake Charles, La., said that 
forgetting the veteran was just 
part of the nation's transition 
from war time to peace time. 
"People just start thinking 
about other things,” he said. 
"There's a pattern 
1 saw it 


after the Second World War, 
after Korea, after 
Vietnam 
People just want to forget, to 
go back to evervdav life 


"They don’t want the dis­ 
figured and the crippled con­ 
stantly reminding them of the 
horrors of war. So the disabled 
vet gets pushed aside, forgot­ 
ten,.” 
Larrv Tabor, a watch repair­ 
man from Washington, DC., 
lost his legs in Korea, where he 
won 
the 
Silver 
Star. 
"It s 
something we've got to live 
with alone,” he said. 


"For those, like me, who 
managed to get out of the 
hospital, we’ve got to make a 
life 
for 
ourselves 
just 
like 
anybody else And it’s a hard 
road 


"Everybody says ‘hire the 
vet’ but nobody pays attention, 
especially when it comes to 
1 hiring disabled vets. But we 
j can do a job. like anybody else. 


"I admit there’s some things 
1 can t do —I used to like to 
dance 
but there’s things I can 
do too, and I just wish, people 
would realize that."

In announcing the agreement, 
the agency revealed it has been 
investigating the networks to 
determine whether the lack of 
air time for regional ads was 
an unfair practice By agreeing 
to set up the regional systems, 
the FTC said, the networks 
were not necessarily admitting

anything wrong 
The FTC said CBS. ABC and 
NBC take in $2 billion a year in 
network advertising fees, with 
m ajor national advertisers 
dmii11vat ing t he 'scene.

that if the top 3(1 national TV 
advertisers would participate in 
a regional pre-emption or cut-in 
procedure for a small percent­ 
age ol their total advertising 
time, the benefits to competí
